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The  1964  dry  bean  harvest  recently  completed  in  Argentina  and  Chile 
was  slightly  below  last  year  but  11  percent  above  the  1955-59 
average.  Argentina  reported  a 24  percent  gain  over  the  1955-59 
average,  Chile,  8 percent. 

Dry  pea  production  also  was  up  from  last  year  in  Chile,  but  sharply 
down  in  Argentina.  Heavy  rains  in  the  important  producing  areas  of 
Argentina  reportedly  forced  abandonment  of  almost  23  percent  of  the 
planted  area.  Compared  with  the  five-year  average,  the  1964  dry 
pea  production  did  not  change  significantly  in  either  Argentina  or 
Chile. 


The  Argentine  lentil  harvest  was  down  slightly  from  last  year,  but 
sharply  upward  in  Chile.  In  both  countries,  it  was  up  substantially 
from  the  1955-59  average:  65  percent  in  Argentina  and  39  percent  in 

Chile.  (Table  i)
